FORT MCDERMIT. 


The abandonment of Fort McDer- 
mit has been proposed by General Mo- 
Dowell. No satisfactory reason can 

be given for this move, and none has 
been attempted. It will cost the Gov-

the fort. There are dozens of posts 
which might better be dispensed with, 


and we hope the senseless project will 


be abandoned.. The people out that 
way are circulating petitions to pre- 
vent the threatened change. The 
Silver State says: 

The petitions set forth that Fort 
McDermit, when manned with an effi. 
cient number of soldiers, commands 
the good behavior of the several bands 
of renegade Indians who make their 
headquarters in that vicinity. In that 
section there are tens of thousands of 
cattle grazing upon the mountains and 
plains, and a great any families are 
located there, engaged in agricultural 

rsuits. It has been our experience 
or a long series of years, that when 
the force at McDermit was reduced to 
a Post Guard, the hostile Indians in- 
variably preyed upon the lives and 
property. of the settlers. If this fort 
is abandoned it will leave onr citizens 
at the mercy of the savages, who 
would be tikely to renew their former 
depredations at any day. These mar- 
auding bands are still there, aud in 
our opinion are only restrained by the 
presence of the United States troops, 
in the interest of economy (to say 
nothing of the protection ot lives and 
property) we submit that one Indian 
campaign will cost more than the 
maintenance of the Fort for twenty 
years.

Captain Miles Standish's Sword. 


Boston Special. 


The Arabic inscription upon the 
sword of Captain Miles Standish of 
Plymouth, that has heretofore defied 
the efforts of savants to decipher, has 
at last found a translator. This sword 
was a favorite weapon of Standish,and 
was acquired by him when he was 
fighting the battles of Christendom 
against the Turk in what is now Aus- 
tria, before the Captain went to Fian- 
ders. James Rosendale, a native of 
Palestine, while in town last night, 
was shown the two inscriptions upon 
the sword, One of them he pronoun- 
ces very ancient in cuneiform Arabic; 
the other in medieval Arabic. The 
latter inscription he readily translated 
aa follows: With peace God ruled 
His slaves (meaning creatures), and 
with the judgment of His arm He 


{troubled the mighty of the wicked 


(meaning the most powerful) and evil 
of the wicked. The other inscription 
Mr. Rosendaie thinks is synonymous 
with the latter, but is not certain, and 
has taken a copy with him to investi- 
gate. He says the sword is one of the 
oldest arms in existence and very 
valuable. He thinks it dates back at 
least 300 or 400 years before Christ. 
Other Ardbs recognize the inscription 
as a Common one upon Arabian arms.

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Swarming Grasshoppers. 

The Carson Tribune says: “These 
pests have done a fearful amount of 
damage tothe valley ranchers. Henry 
Van Sickle sets his loss in hay and 
grain at $6,000. John Williams at 
$3,000. Pete Van Sickle the same 
amount. All the farmers have suffered 
more or less and the end is not yet. 
Every means has been reserted to, but 
it seems that exterminating the in- 
sects is an impossibility. Extraordi- 
nary yarns are told of the hoppers. 
One man swarmed them after the 
manner of bees; he dug an immense 
hole and in it collected hoppers; there 
were a solid body of them, 200 feet 
long, 100 feet broad and 29 feet deep.

BOOP REPORTED. 


Wust is Gong en in Cottonwood and 
Miller Districts. North of Keno, 


Hank Miller has just covered the 
100 miles of road which separates and 
connects Reno and the Northern 
mines.

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WHISKEY AND BEER. 


Bow the “Silver State” Looms Up on 
the Beoks of the Internal Revenue 
Tax Collector. 

The Virginia Chronicle man has 
been going through the books and 
records of the office of Oaptain Lord, 
U. 8. Internal Revenue Collector for 
Nevada. to ascertain the amount which 
Nevade contributes to the support of 
the Nacional Government in the way 
of internal revenue tax on spirituous 
and malt liquors. The result is pe- 
culiarly gratifying to our State pride, 
as it proves that in proportion to her 
population Nevada consumes more 
liquid refreshments than any other 
State in the Union. 

Nevada has two rectifiers, over 1,000 
retail and 19 wholesale liquor dealers, 
one manufacturer of cigars, over 1,200 
dealers in manufactured tobacco, 34 
brewers and 15 dealers in malt liquors. 
Thirteen thousand nine hundred and 
sixty-five and one-half barrels of beer 
were made in the State last year. Ja- 
cob lein, of Carson, has the honor of 
having the largest brewery in the 
State. | 

The total collections in this district 
are about $65,000 each year. This is 
a comparatively small amount, but it 
should be remembered that the peo- 
ple of the State are large contributors 
to the internal revenue collections of 
the nation indirectly. Taxes on spir- 
ituous liquors which are all manufac- 
tured in other States are paid in the 
districts where the distilleries are lo- 
cated, and the vast and patriotic con- 
sumption of strong drinks in Nevada 
is not blazoned forth to the world on 
the golden pages ot departmental re- 
cords. 

In addition to our local products, 
large importations of beer are made 
from the East and Europe, for which 
again we get no direct credit on the 


books of the Internal Revenue Depart- 
ment.

To you, teachers. I must say a word 
in passing. No one appreciates more 
than I do, the delle ey, the difficulties 
and the responsibilities of your work. 
Patience, judgment, forbearance, aod 
Christian fortitude, are indispens'ble 
qualifications. The life ofa teacher is 
a hard one, made doubly so because it 
is, for the most part, à thankless one. 
But it flods its compensativn after all, 
ia that growth of mind and morals 
which are the necessary re-ult of all 
woll- directed effort. Lou, and all other 
teachers, have my proſound pmpa thy, 
my respect and my admiration. 

Tea ching is an art little understeod, 
or appreciated by the masses. 
And whosvever undertakes it a a life- 
work must study it profounily --study 
the pupils, study their physical, men- 
tal, temperameotal and moral struc- 
tures--their capacities, inclinations 
and fitnes: for particular branches and 
pursuits, and then work understand- 
ingtv. It is not a field for blind bian 
derers, but fur intelligent. theughfal, 
plilesophic minds. Civilization pre- 
seuts three phases, the phy-ical, the 
intellectual and the moral. The frst 


phers, the third Christians. These 
three blended together in unity, make 
a perfect man or woman. Hence I 
say to you—teachers and pupi s. de- 
velop the body; it is the temple of the 
mind. Make the physical strong, 
symmetrical, healthy, active, sn! you 
facilitate mental growth.

TO PROSPECTORS. 
The U. 8. District Court Protects the 
Man whe Furnishes the Ou: fic. 


The United States District, Court 
has decided that where pro- pectors 
are assisted or outfitted for the pur- 
pose of hunting mines and ming 
mining locations, it makes no differ- 
ence whether they make them with 
the parties so assisting, in order for 
them to claim equal interest in the 
property located. Those contributing 
to the prospecting fund are, in the 
eyes of the law, co-partners fo the 
property located, whether one or all 
be named in the location notice, and 
their interests can, under no circum- 
stances, be dixposed of but by and 
with their consent and knowledg».’ 
The decision involves the principal 
that fraad shall never avail the per- 
petrator anything when expo-ed and 
made apparent. The Judge is rend- 
ering his decision, closed as f.llows: 
Not unfrequently impecuniows jadi- 
viduals have, with frandulent intent, 
procured assistance and then betrayed 
the rest by placing only their own 
uames on the location no ice; and 
that it was the providence of the 
Court to rectify the wrong. There- 
fore, the Court awards the plaintiff 
an equal interest io the mine lvcsted, 
and instructs defendants to make a 
deed conveying said interes’, or to be 
held in contempt for non compliance.”

The Census office has i-sued a table 
giving the population as proportioned 
to the annual rainfall.
